Rembrandt's  best  etchings  realise'^orraous  prices,  both  the  iwtralts  and  historical  pieces, 
vaiying  from  30  to  100  guineas.  His  great  power  Avas  jtortlrait;  his  pictures  of  that  class 
arc  in  the  mass  incomparably  superior  to  hi%  historical  piieces,  which  though  wonderful  for 
their  effects  of  light  and  shade,  exhibit  frequently  an  utler  want  of  taste  in  design. 
Rembfandt  is  supposed  to  have  acquirtjd  his  peculiar  taste  for  a  brilliant  concentration  of 
light  from  an  appearance  he  had  l>een  familiar  with  from  his  infancy  in  his  father's  mill, 
vherc  a  strong  beam  of  light,  coming  from  a  small  and  lofty  aperture,  east  on  the  surrounding 
objects  that  iieculiar  tone  which  we  see  so  happily  illusti-atcd  in  his  pictures.  He  arranged 
the  light  of  his  own  painting-i-oom  upon -similar  principles,  and  generally  fixed  a  drapery 
behind  his  sitter  of  6uch  colour  as  he  intended  to  paint  the  ground. 

The  present  portrait  of  Rembrandt  was  painted  by  himself  in  1633,  and  is  a  copy  of  a 
verj'  rare  engi-aving  by  Masson,  a  self-taught  engraver.  The  fantastic  and  eccentric  mode  in 
which  Masson  sometimes^  engraved  his  portraits  has  been  condemned  by  some  xritics  as  mere 
bravura,  to  display  his  own  remarkable  facility  in  handling  the  graver.
